the senate committee on agriculture 
against the adoption of the amend­ 
ment to the agricultural appropria­ 
tion bill introduced by Robinson, of 
Arkansas, cutting off all appropria­ 
tions for this federal bird law and 
leaving it practically a dead letter. 
Unless the bird lovers of the land at 
once protest to their senators against 
this cutting off of the $100,000 asked 
by the friends of the biological sur­ 
vey of the department of agriculture 
to supply wardens to guard American 
bird life, the conditions of migratory 
bird butchery, to remedy which the 
whole American people asked for the 
McLean bill, will continue, it is de­ 
clared. 
Backed by the market butchers of 
game aud greedy hunters in various 
sections of this country, every effort 
to nullify the effect, of the McLean 
law-, giving Uncle Sam authority to 
guard his hire flocks as they pass 
from state to state, has been made at 
Washington, it is asserted by the Au­ 
dubon workers, w’ho labored faithfully 
among those who wanted to have this 
measure put on the federal statute 
books.
